Speeches were made late this afternoon in 
the democratic silver conference by Govern- 
or Stone, Senators Harris, Call, Daniel, 
Jarvis, ex-Senator Walsh and others, Af- 
ter a long discussion a subcommittee con. 
sisting of Messrs. Stone, Hinrichsen, Walsh, 
Jones, Jarvis, Carmack and Daniel was ap- 
pointed to prepare an address and present 
a plan of national organization to be sub- 
mitted to the general conference tomorrow 
morning. 

Up to a late hour tonight the resolutions 
and address had not been completed. The 
corridors of the Metropolitan hotel were 
crowded all the evening with persons anx- 
ious to hear their purport. The session of 
the subcommittee was secret, and most of 
the members approached refused to give 
any views concerning the resolutions, 
Senator Daniel, in accordance with the 
agreement: reached by the committee on 
prcgramme, reported progress, and asked 
that the conference adjourn until 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning at which time they ex- 
pected to be able to report resolutions and 
an address to the party. The request of 
Senator Daniel met prompt compliance, 
and the donference adjourned until 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning. 

It may be of interest to state that the rca- 
son of the absence of Senator Turpie, of 
Indiana, whose arrival has been anriously 
awaited, is because of illness in his family. 
A prominent delegate stated that Represen- 
tative Bland, of Missouri, was not expect- 
ed and no disappointment was @:lt because 
he had not arrived. 

Harry M. Hill, of St. Louis, one of the 
delegates, when asked to state the tenor of 
the resolutions and addresses said: 

“The resolutions will ask that a national 
committee be formed, composed of one mem- 
ber from each state, with full power to di- 
rect that subcommittees be appointed in cer- 
tain states to carry on the good work 
whenever it be considered necessary. Of 
course it is left discretionary with the na- 
tional committee members whether such or- 
ganization is necessary for the reason that 
many of the states, such as Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Texas, Arkansas and Mississippi have 
recently declared for free silver almost 
unanimously. There is no doubt, however, 
that organizations will be perfected in all 
the states. The resolutions will deal with

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HOVENDON A HERO. 


The Famous Artist Dies in Trying To 
Save a Child, 


SHE STANDS ON A RAILWAY TBACK 


An Engine Is Rushing On Her and 


She Becomes Confused. 


A BRAVE MAN SEIZES HER IN HIS ARMS 


Be‘ore He Can Spring Away t 
Strikes Him, ‘’hrowing 
Killing Both Him andthe Child. 


Norristown, Pa., August 14.~Thomas Ho- 
venden, the famed artist, was instantly kill- 
ed by a railroad train near here this even- 
ing. Mr. Hovenden met with a hero's 
death, for in attempting to save the life 
of a little girl he lost his own. The sacri- 
fice of Mr. Hovenden’'s life was useless, as 
the child he attempted to save also met 
her death beneath the wheels of the engine 
that ground out the life of the artist. 

The accident occurred at a grade crossing 
cn what is known as the Trenton cut-off 
of the Pennsylvania railroad. The Chest- 
nut Hill Trolley Company’s tracks run up 
to the tracks «f the railroad company at 
the point where the eccident occurred, but 
does not cross them. Passengers of the 
trolley company are compclied to leave the 
car at the railroad tracks and cross the 
latter on foot to take a trolley car on the 
opposite side. 

Mr. Hovenden hes a summer residence in 
Plymouth township, this county, and he 
was returning home there this afternoon 
on a trolley car. When the car reached 
its stopping point on the far side of the 
railroad track he alighted as usual and 
proceeded to cress to the trolley car on 
the other side, Besides Mr. Hovenden 
among the passengers on the trolley car 
were Mrs. Clara Petier and her ten-year-old 
daughter, Bessie. A fast freight train was 
approaching the crossing as the passengers 
from the trolley car alighted. The little 
girl did not nctice the oncoming train, 
and she ran ahead of her mother to cross 
the tracks. The train bore rapidly down 
and the engineer blew his whistle freely 
when he sew the little figure standing be- 
tween the rails. Tne child seemed to be- 
ccme confused and awaited her coming 
death without attempting to avoid it. Mr. 
Hovenden rushed forward and snatched 
the child up in his arms. Before he could 
make the leap that would have saved them 
both, the pilot of the engine strick Mr. 
Hovenden and hurled him across the tracks 
with terrible force. The engineer stopped 
his train and he and the fireman ran to 
where Mr. Hovenden and the little girl 
were lying side by side. 

The man was dead and the child died as 
she was raised from the ground. Thomas 
Hovenden was one of the leading artists 
that America has produced. He was still 
in the comparative prime of his intellectual 
vigor and artistic skill, being but fifty-nine 
years of age. His best known painting, 
“Breaking Home Ties,’ has been engraved 
probably more than the work of any other 
American artist, and was a familiar ob- 
ject on the walls of thousands of homes 
in the United States. The painting was 
one of the most notable of the American 
groups at the world’s fair. Mr. Hovenden 
leaves a wife, but no chil¢gon. 


-YESTERDAY’S FIRES. 

The Business Portion of Pikeville De« 
stroyed by Firebugs. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., August 14.—A special 
from Pikeville, a small town eight miles 
west at the foot of Cumberland mountains, 
Says a fire occurred there ‘this morning 
which completely destroyed the business 
portion of the town. At daglight only one 
store was left in the town. The fire broke 
out in the rear of A. G. Deakin’s store and 
was discovered by parties who happened to 
be passing. The origin is supposed to have 
been incendiary.. From this store it spread 
to the balance of the town in the street, 
destroying six stores, a blacksmith shop, 
undertaker’s shop, the bank, postoffice and 
one residence, together with a number of 
smaller buildings. The hotel was partly 
destroyed and the courthouse caught on 
fire severai times, but was saved from de- 
struction by the good work of the citizens. 
The total loss was $33,400, on which but 
$600 insurance is carried. No fatalities, al- 
though there were several heat prostra- 

tions. 
Saw Mills Burned. 

Fairfield, Me., August 14.—The saw mills 
of G. A. Phillips & Co., Sanye & Co. and 
N. Tottman & Son were destroyed with val- 
uable contents, and quantities of lumber 
and finished stock, by fire which started 
in the Phillips mill at noon today. Loss 
$125,090; insurance $38,000.

SPAIN’S WAR IN CUBA 


Mayor Alvarez, of Havana, Gets Excited 
Over the Filibasters. 


COMPLAINS BECAUSE THEY GET OFF 


The American Flag Is Being Used 
To Hide Their Movements. 


HE SAYS THE BLOOD OF CUBANS BOILS 


It Is Reported in Bngland That Campos 
Says It Will Take 100,000 Men To 
' Suppress the Insurrection. 


New York, August 14.—The mayor of Ha- 
vana, Cuba, Senor Segunde Alvarez, who is 
at the Union Square hotel, says that the 
insurrection in Cuba is not a serious mat- 
ter, but that there is danger ahead of trou- 
ble between Spain and the United States 
on the action of our govrenment of press- 
ing Spain to pay the Mora claim at this 
time and of the aid that Americans are ex- 
tending to Cuban agitators and filibusterers, 

Senor Alvarez talked very plainly with @ 
reporter of the United Press who called 
upon him today. He said he had heard 
nothing in regard to the reports that Mar- 
tinez Campos had resigned, and placed no 
credit on the rumors. He said he believed 
that Campos had asked that a general be 
sent from Madrid to assist him, and that 
the man who is sent out will be placed in 
charge of all the administration affairs, 
enabling General Campos to devote him- 
self to operations in the field. Senor Al- 
varez added: 

“The news about General Camposs re- 
tirement is like much of the Cuban news 
published in this country—it is manufactur- 
ed. A large part of the stories published 
here are lies.’’ 

When asked about the progress of the 
revolution, Senor Alvarez said: 

“It is a rising of outlaws led by ‘oreign- 
ers. The better class of Cubans have noth- 
ing to do with it. 

“In the Santiago province the insurgents 
are nearly all negroes; Maceo, their leader, 
is a mulatto; Gomez is a San Domingoan 
All the other leaders of the insurgents are 
,Amerignn citizens. They are foreigners 
on Cuban soil and should be shot down, 
American citizens here who are aiding them 
should not be allowed to hold meetings, 
raise funds and fit up expeditions as they 
are doing.” 

Senor Alvarez became very earnest at this 
point, and spoke with emphasis. He con- 
tenued: 

“The people of the United States should 
remember that the war in Cuba is not a 
war between two nations, and that they 
cannot say ‘We will be neutral.’ It is a 
difficulty which one nation is having in its 
own family, and America should keep her 
hands off, Americans not only permit 


foreigners, but‘allow their own citizens to, 
| conspire against Spanish territory, and 


Spain is a friendly nation.” 

“But has not the United States govern- 
ment, by proclamation and by orders to 
men-of-war and revenue cutters, shown 
their friendship for Spain?’ 

“Yes, but what good does a man-of-war 
archored at Key West do? None at all. 
Expeditions are fitted out just the same 
and sent under the protection of the Ameri- 
can flag, Perhaps our government acts be- 
cause it knews that Spain is keeping an 
account of all the expeditions that are sent 
out, and when the trouble in Cuba is over, 
will ask the United States to pay camages, 
Your newspapers publish detailed accounts 
of how these expeditions are fitted out and 
how they are ianded. 

A Cloak for Filibusterers. 

“Are meetings to be held in your cities, 
money raised for the avowed purpose of 
sending war supplies to Cuba, and expedi- 
tions to be fitted out and sailed under the 
American flag with no redress fer Spain? 

“Eet me tell you this,’’ continued Senor 
Alvarez. ‘“‘The American flag is being used 
to cover up crime, Spanish ofiicers are 
getting tired of letting expeditions ercape 
because they sail under the American flag. 
"he day may gome when an ;fficer will no 
longer permit a vessel to go free through 
respect for the flag. Something will hap- 
pen—not the flag—but to the boat that is 
using it, and there may be trouble between 
Spain and the United States, 

“Wihat we don’t like is insisting that the 
Mora claim be paid just when Spain needs 
money for war purposes, The claim itself 
is unjust and should never ke paid, All the 
arbitrators have decided against it. Mora 
was never an American citizen until his 
property was destroyed. It would never have 
been pushed if a Spanish citizen was to get 
a share of it. And why does not the United 
States pay claims that Spain has had ever 
since Florida was purchased? It was then 
agreed that Spanish residents of Florida 
who gave up their property should be reim- 
bursed, but they have never been paid. it 
does mot come with good grace for the 
United States to ask Spain to pay a million 
and a half now, and the manner in which 
the claim has been pressed, makes Spaniards 
sore, The United States does not pay the 
award made by the Behring sea commission 
and is getting the reputation of being a 
bad debtor among the nations, yet demand 
is made that Spain pay the unjust Mora 
claim. and we must do it at once. All these 
things make our blood boil. We expect 
friendly treatment from a friendly nation. 
Instead of that we have an insurrection in 
Cuba which was inspired by Americans and 
which would not last a month if it did not 
have the aid and encouragement of the 
people of this country.” 

Senor Valarez expects to return to his 
country in September.

STALLINGS AND CLARKE, 


The Silwerite Gets Away With the 
Goldbug in Joint Debate. 

Union Springs, Ala., August 14,—(Special.) 
A pre-arranged debate on the currency 
question between Congressman Jesse Stall- 
lings, of Greenville, and Speaker Thomas 
H. Clark, of Montgomery, Ala., took place 
at the courthouse today. Mr. Stallings 
advocated bimetallism and the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1. Mr. Clark spoke for the single 
gold standard. 

A large audience of representative citi- 
zens greetéd the speakers and accorded 
them a patient and attentive hearing, 
Dr. H. M. Hunter presided at the meeting 
and stated that the speakers were demo- 
crats and that the debates would be con- 
ducted in a friendly democratic fashion. 

Mr. Stallings opened the debate and for 
one hour and a half held the close atten- 
tion of his hearers by his forcible and 
logical argument. 

Mr. Clark in attempting to follow his op- 
ponent seemed somewhat embarrassed and 
noaplused, for he was loaded with the 
speech he had delivered in Montgomery on 
August 10th, in joint debate with Colonel 
Denson, Finding that Mr. Stailings aad 
taken up a different line of argument from 
his former opponent, Mr. Clark for a while 
seemed at a loss what to do, but after 
beating the bushes for a while he managed 
to occupy the time allotted to him without 
answering the argument of his opponent, 
to the disappointment of his friends. 

Mr. Stallings stated that he heard it 
rumored that this section was for the gold 
standard but it became apparent before 
the close of the discussion that a large 
majority of the assemblage were believers 
in the free and unlimited coinage of silver.

General Lewis Makes an Address To Mon 
Who Fought Him at the Battie 
of the Wilderness. : 


Tallapoosa, Ga., August 14.—(Special. 
~The annual reunion of confederate 
and federal veterans occurred here 
today. The weather was fine and the at- 
tendance large with nearly 300 veterans 
in line. Addresses were made by General 
J. R. Lewis, of Atlanta; Captains Kimball 
and Van Valkenburg and Professor J. L. 
Caldwell, of Taliapoosa, and Professor F. 
M. Duncan, of Bremen. A basket picnic 
was served on the grounds and a business 
meeting was held in the courthouse at 2 
Dp. m., at which the following was adopted 
as the objects of the association: 

“1. To obliterate the animosities of the 
late war between the states, to strengthen

the spirit of fraternity which should bind 
together all veterans who have honorably 
borne arms and periled their lives in the 
service of the state or mation and to per- 
petuate the memory of the noble deeds 
and exalted heroism of the American sol- 
dier. 

“2. To promote a sentiment of patriotism 
and true allegiance to the United States of 
America and respect for its constitution 
and its laws—to discountenance all lawless 
proceedings or anything which may tend 
to impair the efficiency and permanency of 
our free institutions and to inculcate a 
spirit of veneration for the flag’ of our 
country as the emblem of liberty, equal 
rights and justice to all men.” 

Officers were elected for the ensuing 
year and Bremen, Ga., was selected as 
the place of next meeting and the second 
Wednesday in August as the time. 

A noticeable incident of the day occurred 
at the close of the speaking, when several 
confederate veterans who had been op- 
posed to General Lewis’s command im 
certain engagements came upon the plat- 
form to grasp a fraternal hand. It develop- 
ed that each of them had been wounded at 
the battle of the Wilderness, in which Gen- 
eral Lewis lost his arm. Much disappoint- 
ment was felt by all at General Evans’s 
inability to attend.

They Each Killed a Man in a Drunken 
Brawl Last Sunday. 
Hliensburg, Wash., August 14.—At an 
early hour. this morning Charles Vincent, 
who shot Mike Kohlopp in a drunken 
brawl Sunday, was lynched. A large mob 
gathered at midnight and attacked the jail 
about 1 o’glock, The sheriff made resistance 
but had a small force of men and was over- 

powered, 

Vincent was hanged to a railroad bridge, 
and his body shot full of holes. His hear- 
ing was to have taken place today, Last 
night John Burglin, who was stabbed by 
Vincent’s father in the same row, died 
from his wounds. 

Young Vincent had served a time in the 
Oregon penitentiary for burglary. 

Within an hour after, the younger Vin- 
cent was hanged, his father was also taken 
from jail and hanged beside him. 

Sheriff Stinson made a strong effort to 
Save the men, but the mob was too strong 
for him, The jail is a weak affair, and there 
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not be definitely decided how they shall 
read.

At any rate, 
we will adjourn sine die tomorrow as it 
will not be necessary to name a time and 
place for the next convention before the 
coming campaign. 

“Some inquiries have been made as to 
whether we intended to mention the name 
of some person as being our choice for the 
presidential nomination. While individual 
members may discuss that subject, it can 
be stated that the conference will not go 
on record at this time as favoring any- 
body. In case the resolution and address 
meet with the committee’s approval they 
will at 10 o'clock be submitted to the con- 
ference, 

Senators Jones, Turpie and Harris and 
Governor Stone and Mr. Hinrichsen will 
be constituted a provisional national com- 
mittee empowered to select national com- 
mitteemen for each state and perfect a 
Plan of organization. 


TAILORS ON A STRIKE. 


Twenty Thousand Expected To Quit 
Work Before the Week Ends. 

New York, August 14.—Five thousand 
jacket and pants makers went on a strike 
this morning. Besides these, fifteen hun- 
dred other workers, classed as unskilled 
workers, are thrown out of work. By noon 
today fully nine thousand tailors had quit 
work. The children’s jacket workers’ un- 
ion called out all its members. There are 
besides. some twenty-five hundred pants 
makers/and nearly four thousand unorgan- 
ized workmen who have been forced out of 
employment by the strike. Men and wo- 
men are joining the strikers each hour. The 
coat makers and shirt makers will prob- 
ably go out in the course of a week or two, 
which will swell the number of strikers up 
to fully twenty thousand men, 


COTTON IN CYLINDRICAL BALES. 


A Press That Will Revolutionize the 
Compressing System. 

Baltimore, Md,, August 14.—The Manu- 
facturers’ Record of this week publishes par- 
ticulars regarding a new compress for mak- 
ing cylindrical bales, which is being built 
in Baltimore to be put in operation in Ar- 
kansas. The company owning the patent 
has been organized with chief office in Liv- 
erpool and with Mr. William Johnston, 
owner of the Johnston line of steamers, one 
of the leading steamship owners of Great 
britain, as president. 

A number of prominent railroad officers 
are interested in the company, including 
one of the vice presidents of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, and Senator Camden, of West 
Virginia. This combination of steamship 
and railroad officers in a compress to turn 
out cylindrical bales instead of square bales 
as by compresses now in use is regarded as 
a very strong factor in changing compress- 
ing systems, Two other companies have 
also lately been organized to introduce cyl- 
indrical compresses.

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They Are Doing Good Work According to 
the Report of Commissioner Fain. 


EDUCATIONAL AFFAIRS IN THE COUNTY 


T 


All of the Schools Are Largely Attended 
and the Teachers Are Busy—Examina- 
tion for the Normal College. 


County School Commissioner John M. 
Fain has just completed a circuit of the 
summer schools and he says that the blaz- 
ing heat of the past few weeks has in no- 
wise interfered with the work of educa- 
tion in the country schools. 

All of these schools are down at hard 
work and will continue in session, most of 
them, until September. The regular school 
term is, of course, five months and most 
of these county schools run from the 
ist of January through June, but there are 
others which find it inconven‘ent to oper- 
ate during these months and the session 
is postponed until the summer months. 

The attendance at these summer schools 
of Fulton for this year has been above the 
average. At present there are eight schools 


open for-the colored people and about twice 


that number for the whites. 

“TI find that the work of education among 
these out-of-the-way schools is growing 
better each year,” said Commissioner Fain 
yesterday afternoon. “This year I think 
that the teachers and the scholars have 
shown more interest than’ at any former 
term. The improvement I attribute to the 
good work done in the county’ institutes 
and the value of these cannot be estimated. 
Once each month the teachers meet and 
hold a regular session, when exercisesof an 
educational kind are carried cn. 

At these meetings teachers specially ap- 
pointed read papers prepared on different 
subjects of interest. They are lectured from 
time to time by men who are thoroughly 
versed in the art of teaching. Pedagogics 
and all other studies that will benefit them 
in their work are studied and generally dis- 
cussed. As can be well seen, besides the 
interest attached to these exercises, great 
benefit of a practical kind is received. 

“It is to these institutes that I attribute 
the great improvement in the grade of 
teachers which now have these schools in 
charge. There is another feature which is 
not to be overlooked at these sessions and 
that is the social side. All of these men 
and women engaged in the same kind of 
work are thrown together and a fraternal 
spirit comes up which adds much to the 
work, for co-operation is as huge factor. 

“In my trip about the schools recently 
I have found -that the scholars are earn- 
estly at work. These summer students go 
at their duties with greater zeal, from all 
that I can observe, than those who attend 
in the earlier months of the year. _ They 
are generally those who are engaged in 
doing farming work and when the time 
comes for them to go to school they appre- 
ciate the opportunity the more. They have 
to wait until the crops are laid by and 
it is between that time and the cotton 
picking season that they have a chance 
to learn something. 

“TI find that the work in the colored schools 
is of the best character. ‘The institutions 
for negroes about Atlanta have done much 
to enlighten their race and they furnish to 
the state some of the most conscientious 
teachers. 

“I feel much encouraged over the outlook 
for educational matters in this county.” 
For Admission to the Normai Senool. 

The examination of applicants to attend 
the Girls’ Normal and Industrial college, at 
MilieaGgeville, was called Tuesday morning, 
but there was only one girl who stood the 
test.

SHEPPARD’S RELEASE ORDERED. 


Chief Justice Meclwer Discharged Him 
Without Deciding the Points. 
Columbia, 8. C., August 14.—A case of 
some interest was decided today by Chief 
Justice McIver, of the supreme court of 
South Carolina. The dispensary law of 
this state provides that upon certain 
proofs the state officials may enjoin a par- 
ty from selling intoxicants. Proceeding un- 
der those provisions, Circuit Judge Benet, 
sitting in this city some time last October, 
enjoined one William Sheppard from sell- 
ing or otherwise disposing of spirituous 

liquors. 

At the recent ‘term of the court in this 
city Sheppard was brought up before Judge 
Townsend, another circuit judge, on the 
charge of contempt of court, in selling 
liquors contrary to the order of Judge 
Benet. Judge Townsend held Sheppard 
guilty of contempt of Judge Benet’s order, 
and sentenced him to a fine of $200 and to 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for eight 
months, Sheppard was committed ac- 
cordingly, had his head shaved, put in 
stripes and set to work. Last week his 
lawyers, John McMaster and B. L. Abney, 
moved before Chief Justice McIver for the 
discharge of Sheppard on several grounds, 
chief among them being that the dispensa- 
ry law providing for the contempt pro- 
ceedings are in violation of the state and 
federal constitutions. 

This evening the decision of the chief 


| justice was received. He orders Sheppard's 


discharge but without considering the 
constitutional questions presented. ' 

He si y hoids that Judge Benet was 
‘without jurisdiction to pass the injunc- 
tion order which Sheppard was charged 
with violating. -Benet is judge of the 
first circuit and held court in this (the 
fifth) circuit, under a statute providing 
an interchange of circuits by the different 
judges. The principal question is not con- 
sidered, The order of discharge has not 
yet been served upon the superintendent 
of the penitentiary.

Slade’s Side, 


THEN AN EXCITING CHASE ENSUES 


Wimberly Pursues the Wounded Man for 
Beveral Blooks Withan Open Enife 
in His Hand. 


Macon, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)—Mr. 
J. J. Slade was nearly cut to death today 
at noon on one of the public streets of the 
city by Minter Wimberly. Mr. Wimberly 
was defending himself aga‘nst the assault 
of Mr. Slade. The latter attacked the 
former with « wh‘p, striking him several 
times on the head and in the face, pro- 
ducing bruises and some blood. 

_Wimberly cut Slade in the right side and 
on the left arm. 

The trouble created intense excitement. 

Mr. Wimberly is the city attorney. He 
is a prominent member of the Macon bar 
and one of the most influential young men 
in the city. He is a member of the demo- 
cratic executive committee of Bibb county 
and ex-president of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic League. Mr. Slade is ta son of 
Mayor Slade, of Columbus, and a brother 
of Mr. Tom Slade, roadmaster of the 
Southwestern. He has been in Macon 
about six months as general foreman of the 
construction of the sanitary sewers under 
Noble & Wadley. He is about twenty-eight 
years old and is about Mr. Wimberly’s size. 

The difficulty today grew out of a fisticuff 
between the two young men yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock in front of the city 
hotel. Mr. Wimberly was sitting on the 
step of the hall yesterday afternoon when 
Mr. Slade rode up on his horse and dis- 
mounted. Mr. Wimberly arose and said 
in substance to Mr. Slade: 

“I understand that you have been saying 
that I am seeking to provoke litigation be- 
tween the sewer contractors and the city 
of Macon in order that a big law suit may 
ensue, and I may thus be re-elected city 
attorney by the mayor and council next 
December, as I would know more about 
the sewer complications than any other 
lawyer and the city could not afford to do 
without my services.” 

Mr. Slade admitted that he had made a 
statement to that effect. 

It is said that Mr. Wimberly immediately 
called him a liac and struck him a blow 
with’ his fist. It is said that Mr. Slade 
returned the blow and the two gentlemen 
exchanged several blows, but they were 
parted by a policeman before any damage 
was done. Neither gentleman bore off any 
traces on their faces or persons of the 
conflict. , 

Before the Recorder. 

Cases were made at police headauarters 
@gainst the gentlemen and ‘this morning at 
ll o'clock the cases were heard by Re- 
corder Freeman. The testimony was in ac- 
cordance with the statement outlined above. 
There was no conflict in the evidence of 
the two gentiemen. Messrs. Roland Ellis 
and Robert Hodges were in attendance on 
court as attorneys to represent Mr. Wim- 
berly. 

Recorder Freeman fined Messrs. Wimber- 
ly and Slade each %$%. Mr. Wimberly 
promptly paid his fine before leaving the 
city hall, but Mr. Slade was permitted 
to go awiay without paying the fine imposed 
on him. 

Today’s Trouble. 

At 12 o’clock, noon, Mr. Wimberly was 
standing at the crossing leading from Tri- 
angular block to Sol Hoge’s drug store, 
at the intersection of Cotton avenue and 
Second street, talking ro Messrs. Ben L. 
Jones, Roland Dilis and Bob Hodges. 

Eye witnesses say that Mr. Slade came 
up Second street from the direction of the 
river, where the sewer contractors’ office 
4s located, riding on his horse. He was ac- 
‘William Wadley, a 
young man, whowas also riding on a horse. 

It is said that Mr. Wimberly’s back was 
turned and he had not observed the ap- 
proach of Messrs. Slade and Wadley. Just 
as Mr. Slade reached the spot where 
Messers. Wimberly, Ellis, Hodges and Jones 
were talking Slade leaped off his horse and 
instantly commenced to strike Mr. Wim- 
berly with a kind of riding whip that Slade 
had in his hand. It was said that the whip 
had rather a large butt, and was larger 
than an ordinary riding whip and not as 
long as buggy whip. 

Mr. Slade struck Mr. Wimberly several 
blows az quick as lightning, und before 
thosce present could realize the situation. 

Mr. Wimberly took his knife out of his 
pocket, an ordinary pocket knife, opened 
it. and made a rake at Slade and the blade 
inflicted a slight cut in Slade’s left arm. 
Wimberly made another lunge at Slade and 
the blade entered near the lower part of 
his right side, making a fearful locking 
wound, broad and deep, The knife pene- 
trated the cavity, but touched neither the 
lung nor liver. 

Slade then turned and commenced to run 
with Wimberly in hot pursuit with drawn 
knife and close behind Slade, and intending 
to cut him, no doubt, if he could overtake 
him, The thrilling race created the most 
intensé excitement. 

Slade ran down in front of Campbell 
King’s drug store, then across Mulberry 
street to the park in the center of the 
street, crossed the park opposite the court- 
house, and then ran up Mulberry to Sec- 
ond street, then around the far side of the 
confederate monument and appeared as if

Athens, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)—Several 
weeks since it developed that Messrs. A. 
H,. Hodgson and E. R. Hodgson, of this 
city, had writtén letters to the members of 
the general assembly, stating that they 
would at the proper time make the state a 
proposition to lease the Northeastern road, 
as the road wfll either be sold or leased 
when the legislature meets in October. 

Now it seems as if the Messrs, Hodgson 
will not be alohe in their movement, but 
that a number of other prominent citizens 
will join them in their effort to lease the 
road, the object of the company being to 
run the road at a profit and also to run it 
in the interest of Athens. Their position is 
that Athens contributed largely to the build- 
ing of the road and that her interests 
should be looked after in the matter of dis- 
posing of the road. 

Then, too, another road is to be built at 
an early date from Dahlonega to either 
Gainesville or Lula. This road will be 
built by the Chestatee Pyrites Company, of 
which Mr. George J. Baldwin, of Savannah, 
is president. He will decide shortly as to 
which route he will take, as the surveys 
have practically been completed. 

Gainesville is pulling for the road and 
with it the broadening of the gauge of the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern and its 
extension frem Jefferson to Athens. Ath- 
ens would like to see the new road brought 
to Lula, It would help the Northeastern in 
the way of increased freight traffic and 
would make Athens the distributing point of 
the new road. 

Some time since Mr. Baldwin was here and 
informally discussed the matter with a 
numbei' of members of the Commercial 
Club, but no definite steps were taken. It 
is more than hkely that the gentlemen in- 
terested in the lease of the Northeastern 
and the members of the Commercial Club 
will take the matter up in a few days and 
determine what is to be done about it.

TOW BOAT WAR ENDED. 


It Was Costly and the Companies Ar-« 
range a Compromise. 

Brunswick, Ga., August 14,—(Special.)— 
From a commercial standpoint one of the 
most important happenings in this section 
recently, was the settlement of the tow- 
boat war between Brunswick and Darien 
boats. Various conflicting rumors regard- 
ing this have been afloat, but The Consti- 
tution’s correspondent has secured the facts 
from Colonel John E. duBignon, chief own- 
er of the Brunswick boats and president of 
the Brunswick Towing Company. 

The differences between the Brunswick 
company and the DaPien company have 
been settled satisfactorily to all. The trou- 
ble originated on August 11, 1894. About 
that time the Brunswick company icarned 
that there was some dissatisfaction on the 
part of Hunter Berm & Co, large lumber 
shippers from Brunswick and Jarien, with 
the Darien»boats. It was understood that 
the said firm would bring their own boat 
from Pensacola to do this towing at both 
Brunswick and Darien. Realizing the fact 
that if such was done it would cut into 
their business, the ‘Brunswick company 
made a proposition to do t firm’s work 
at both ports, they feeling/sure that the 
Darien boats had lost that part of the bus- 
iness coming here. A compact was made 
with Hunter, Berm & Co. on August llth 
to do their entire oe for one year at 
the regular rates heretofore paid the Da- 
rien boats.

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A Bounty on Exports. 

Mr. David Lubin, a prominent Call- 
fornian, has written'a letter to Secretary 
Morton in which he makes a plea for a 
bounty on agricultural exports in or- 
der to protect our farmers. 

Mr. Lubin, in the course of his argu- 


ment, makes these points: 


Now, as the agricultural surplus is sold 
in open public salerooms to bidders, which 
salesrooms are called wheat pits, cotton ex- 
changes, etc., and as the export and home 
buyers congregate and bid at the same 
time and place, it follows that both buyers 
buy at the same price. The export and 
home price for agricultural staples is, con- 
sequently, the same. The entire agricul- 
tural staple product is, therefore, sold for 
export and for home use at the world’s 
free-trade prices in direct competition with 
the cheapest land and labor countries of 
the world. 

We are, therefore, compelled to admit 
the fact that while a tariff on imperts can 
protect manufacturers, it cannot protect 
the home market of agricultural staples as 
long ag there is a surplus of these for ex- 
port. 

What happens, if in a country there be 
two industries of equal extent and one is 
protected and the other is unprotected” 

This: That the unprotected is by law 
compelled to pay for the protection of the 
protected industry. Is there any equity or 
justice in such a law? Certainly not. We 
should protect both equally, or protect 
neither, Since a tariff or duty on imports 
cannot protect agricultural staples for the 
reasons given, by what means, then, can 
We protect them? By an export bounty, 
*which in operation would tend to do for 


the latter industry what a protective tariff | 


does for manufacturers, It will artificially 
raise in our ‘country the ,export price, 
which, when done, will correspondingly en- 
hance the greater quantity for home use, 
because the export and home pricés are the 
Same. In other words, the export bounty 
will protect the entire production of agri- 
cultural staples, thus placing it on an equal- 
ity with manufactures. 

This is just, is it not? Because it is 
just we must ignore the factor of high or 
low world’s prices when considering this 
matter, and when we do we must conclude 
tnat the question as to whether it pays or 
does not pay to raise these staples has no 


_ bearing on the subject at all. 


The real question is: Are manufacturers 
protected? If we find that they are, then 
in that event equity and justice AGemand 
an equal measure of effectual protection fer 
a@gricultural staples. 

The Californian claims that a moder- 
ate export bounty on our agricultural 
staple exports would make farming 
profitable, while an excessive bounty 
would cause overproduction and lower 
prices. He states that as far back as 
1813 the United States paid a bounty on 
the export of pickled fish, and this 
bounty was voted for by John CG. Cal- 
houn. This statute is a recognition of 
the policy of paying a bounty on ex- 
ports, Mr. Lubin draws this picture of 
manufacturers and farmers under our 
present system: 

Manufacturers are not alone

The Infamy of the Gold Standard. 

The New York Sun’s “Matthew Mar- 
shall” has some additional remarks on 
the subject of gold exports at this time. 
He comments on the fact that a large 
coffee house—the Arbuckles—in feeling 
around for a neat and complete settle- 
ment of their European indebtedness, 
have found that they can make consid- 
erable profit by shipping gold, and, con- 
sequently they have gone into the busi- 
hess regardless of the wishes and feel- 
ings of the bond syndicate. There hay- 
ing been some criticism of the methods 
of the firm in question,@Mr. Thomas 
Hitchcock, who writes as “Matthew 
Marshall,” steps nimbly to the front and 
makes these remarks, which the careful 
reader must translate to suit himself: 

Why its conduct should be stigmatized as 


blameworthy is incomprehensible. Debts 
to foreign creditors must be paid somehow, 


| and if the creditors will take nothing else, 


it is not only legitimate, but necessary to 
pay them in gold. 

When the bond syndicate contracted with 
the government to do all in their power to 
prevent the export of gold, everbody famil- 
iar with the matter saw clearly that their 
ability in this respect might easily prove 
inadequate for the desired purpose. That 
it has shown itself to be very great is un- 
deniable, and the result’is creditable to the 
Syndicate. If, as now seems probable, they 
have failed at the last moment because 
they were unwilling to pay the price of a 
complete success, it is a eause more for 
regret than for reprobation. Possibly they 
have discovered what the public does not 
know, that thé demands of Europe for 
gold, instead of ceasing about this time, 
as might have reasonably been expected, 
are going to continue with unabated force 
for two or three months longer, and that 
they may as well succumb to the inevitable 
at once and save their money, as to pro- 
long the struggle, only to yield at last. 

In this case Mr. Thomas Hitchcock 
seems to have hit the nail on the head. 
The syndicate cannot carry out at a loss 
the supposititious contract which it was 
expected to fulfill at a profit. That 
would not be business any more than it 
is human nature. 

If the government is ready to pay the 
syndicate enormous profits in order to 
enable the president to continue violat- 
ing the plain terms of the law, well and 
good. But if they cannot control. the 
rate of exchange, except at a loss that 
threatens to seriously impair the profits 
they have already: made, equally well 
and good. | 

As Mr. Thomas Hitchcock says, they 
may ‘as well yield to the inevitable first 
as last.. This yielding on the part of 
the syndicate means that the people will 
have to add another $50,000,000 or $75,- 
000,000 to the already enormous sum 
they have had to pay for the single gold 
standard. Any schoolboy in Georgia 
can figure out the price the people have 
had to pay. In the first place, there is 
the slump in taxable property. Geor- 
gia alone has lost $50,000,000 during the 
past two years. A debt of $162,000,000 
has been saddled on the people of the 
whole cguntry, and there has been a net 
loss of $146;000,000 in gold—the money 
of final payment. 

This has not been due to any loss of 
the productive capacity of the people, 
but is the result of the most infamous 
piece of administrative injustice ‘that 
the world has ever seen. By law the 
notes and bonds of the government are 
payable in coin. Mr. Cleveland has de- 
cided that they are payable in gold, and 
it is due to this violation of the law that 
the people have been robbed and plun- 
dered for tlié benefit of the gold owners. 
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Emergeticy Courts. 

Over in South Carolina it is suggested 
that the coming constitutional conven- 
tion provide for emergency courts whose 
duty it shall be to deal with all crimes 
for which the death penalty is inflicted. 
The court of general sessions would, of 
course, have concurrent jurisdiction and 
the emergency courts would be held only 
to try cases which could not be prompt- 
ly tried at a regular term of the other 
courts. 

The Charleston News and Courier 
thinks that this ought to meet the re- 
quirements of the situation. It says: 


When it has once become well under- 
stood by the criminal classes that there is 
a court which is always ready and equipped 
to try at once and prosecute at once crimes 
of violence, without leaving open a chance 
of evading its sentence after conviction, 
it is highly probable that the would-be 
criminal will be far less ready to commit 
crime. A very few examples of “sure and 
ewift justice’ will make the fact of change 
from the old system public and impressive, 
and, we believe, effective for its purpose. 
The experiment promises well, and is well 
worth trying. That jit should be tried is 
beyond all question.” 


It is believed, too, that people would 
be less inclined to resort to lynch law 
under a system which provided for 
speedy trials. On the other hand, The 
Richmond Times has the following: 


But the great question is, -would an 
emergency court be a reliable instrument of 
justice? Would it not be hasty? Would it 
not be influenced by outside clamor? Would 
it represent the impartiality, courage, calm- 
ness and dignity that are the attributes 
of justice? We have our doubts, but we 
should like to see the plan tried. 

The popular clamor is not so much now 
because of the law’s delay in the trial 
courts as because of the numerous techni- 
calities that counsel may avail themselves 
of for appeal, and the double appeal that 
is allowed, And yet where would you begin 
in lopping off these technicalities? 


How to expedite criminal justice in the 
interests of the public, without endan- 
gering the rights of any citizen, is a per- 
plexing problem. Undoubtedly our pres- 
ent system causes too much delay and 


opt criminals too many chances to es- 


cape through mere technicalities, In | 
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tice, as in the case of Mrs. Maybrick, 
who would now be a free woman if she 
had been permitted to have a second trial 
before a judge who was not prejudiced 
and insane, as was the case with the 
one who presided when she was con- 
victed. Altogether, it is a question of 
great difficulty as well as importance. 


: On the Right Line, 

Up to date The Pittsburg Dispatch is 
the only northern newspaper that has 
spoken out in favor of Miss Flagler, the 
Washington girl who killed a negro thief 
in the act of robbing her father’s prem- 
ises. The Dispatch says: 

The law p esumes that every thief who 
trespasses upon another man’s property 
for purposes of plunder is also, prima facie, 
guilty of intention to do bodily harm to the 
person lawfully on the premises. The legal 
occupant is given the lawful privilege of 
killing such an intruder and his act is, in 
law, self-defense. In this the law is right 
and it is the most mawkish of sentiments 
to sympathize with the fate of the law- 
breaker. 

In the case of the Washington boy who 
was killed while stealing fruit there has 
been a hue and cry about tempting the 
boy. It would be better if the indignation 
were directed toward those who neglect to 
teach their boys the immorality and the 
dangers of poaching and robbery. Killing 
may be regarded as an extreme measure 
of defense in such a case and in the par- 
ticular case under discussion no such cas- 
uality was expected. The killing was acci- 
dental. But the robbery was intentional 
and was a crime. The step from the boy 
robbing an orchard to the man breaking in 
to rob a house is a natural and short one 
and it is time people were taught that a 
citizen has a constitutional right to de- 
fend his property and that robbery is dan- 
&Bcerous, 

This is a sensible and a just view, and 
it.is in line with The Constitution’s re- 
marks upon the Flagler case. 

Instead of starting a crusade against 
Miss Flagler, why not start a crusade 
against thieves? We commend _ this 
quest.on to the consideration of our 
hortuern contemporaries, 
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Cutting Down. 

The announcement is made that the 
Bank of America—one of the large banks 
of New York-—proposes to reduce its 
capital one-half, paying it back to the 
Shareholders and cutting down the stock 
by that Amount. It is also stated that 
several other banks contemplate a sim- 
ilar move. 

This is but natural. As the legitimate 
business of the country has been cut 
down by one-half it follows that the 
banking institutions of the country will 
have to haul in their horns. Business 
that is now carried on on the same capi- 
tal that was necessary in 1893 is now in 
an inflated condition and the reduced 
profits will soon convince those who are 
engaged in it that they must come up a 
little closer t0d the wind. A good deal 
of liquidation has been going on, but, 
under the British gold standard, we have 
not seen the end, nor anything near the 
end. 

The failures now daily reported—ex- 
ceeding for July thus far the same month 
in 1894—are the substantial and indis- 
putable results of the demonetization of- 
silver; but the trade agencies do not take 
into account the natural and inevitable 
result of the British gold standard—the 
partitioning of eapital—the withdrawal 
of money from the channels of business 
where it is no longer profitable. 

This partition of capital, although it 
is now going on more slowly than during 
the panic, is, nevertheless, going on 
surely, and its effects will finally be felt 
in a way that not even a difllard can 
misunderstand. 

We have never thought that people ap- 
preciated the real importance of the 
money question; but we have not the 
slightest doubt that they will appreciate 
it after awhile. 


Trouble in Omaha. 

Our dispatches report a serious state 
of affairs in Omaha. Two police boards 
are in session, and each board will or- 
der its police to arrest the police organ- 
ized by the other board. 

The old board is holding over upon 
the idea that the members of the new 
board have not been legally appointed, 
and because the act creating the new 
board does not ¢learly show that the act 
creating the old board has been repealed. 

Instead of peacefully settling the ques- 
tion in the courts, Omaha suffers the 
inconvenience of having two _ police 
boards and two sets of police acting un- 
der orders which must bring them into 
a collision. To make matters worse, the 
citizens are excited, and are taking sides, 
ready to spill blood when the provocation 
comes, 

It is all very foolish and very unnec- 
essary. Such conflicts of authority in 
a large city give the lawless classes a 
chance to come to the front, and they 
make anarchy a real danger. The situa- 
tion in Omaha reminds us of the condi- 
tions existing in East Tennessee when it 
was known as the state of Franklin. At 
that time the followers of John Sevier 
were opposed by those who recognized 
the authority of North Carolina. There 
were two sets of courts, sheriffs and tax 
collectors, The courts frequently con- 
flicted, and the majority of the people, 
for the sake of peace, paid taxes twice, 
to North Carolina and also to the state 
of Franklin. 

It is to be hoped that the good citizens 
of Omaha will persuade one -of their 
police boards to retire, or speedily ob- 
tain a decision from the copats that will 
avert further trouble. In the mean- 
time, the governor might maintain the 
peace by culling out the militia. 

Of course, a good deal of the blame 
for this unpleasant muddle belongs to 
the legislators who passed a blundering 
law open to two constructions.

INSANITY THEIR STRONGEST PLEA 


The Attorneys Confident That They Will 
Save Mrs. Nobles-The Friends of 
Fambles at Work. 


Mrs. Nobles will not hang on Friday. 

The new lease of life which she obtains 
is given her by the governor of Georgia; 
and although no lawyers appeared in his 
behalf, a similar stay was granted to Gus 
Fambles, her black partner in crime. 

The governor's crders give them a respite 
until noon of Friday, October 18th; and 
as explained in those orders, this is done 
to give them an opportunity to present to 
the court their extraordinary motion for a 
new trial, 

It is a purely legal step. The governor 
was not asked to go into the merits of the 
case of Mrs. Nobies at all, The attorneys 
who appeared for her simply asked that 
they be given an opportunity to be heard in 
court in ker behalf, which, as they show- 
ed, was impossible without the interven- 
tion of the state’s chief executive. A clear 
statement of the condition of the case was 
made to him, and it was clearly shown 
that their desire to secure a hearing for this 
motion was a bona fide one, based on what 
the attorneys considered excellent grounds. 
The effect of the governor’s decision i¢ *o 
give them this opportunity to get into ccurt 
fom “heir client nd “* iva *ha same 9n-

The Hearing a Short One. 

Mr. Marion Harris, of Macon, and Mr. W, 
Cc. Glenn, of Atlanta, appeared for Mrs. 
Nobles. Tre hearing began at 10 o'clock 
yesterday “"norning in the governor's pri- 
vate office, and although no decision Was 
announced until the afternoon, the gover- 
nor’s questions to counsel were indicative of 
an intention to grant the request. 

“I will have to ask you gentlemen to 
be as brief and direct as you can,’”’ remark- 
ed Governor Atkinson, as the attorneys 
were ushered into his office, “I am in the 
condition I was after that penitentiary 
hearing. I am extremely weak, and find 
that I must go away again to regain my 
strength,”’ 

Then he asked for a brief statement cf 
the case. . 

Mr. Marion Harris, who has worked 5&0 
hard on it during the past few days since 
he became counsel for Mrs. Nobles, went 
over the case, explaining its status and the 
reasons why it was necessary to ask ihe 
governor's aid in getting a hearing of their 
motion for a new trial. He read from the 
papers he had prepared in the case, and ex- 
plained fully and clearly the steps that had 
been taken toward securing a new trial, 

The Papers in the Case. 


There weresfour papers presented by Mr. 
Harris to Judge Smith at Bullards. The 
first was an extraordinary motion for a 
new trial, and it contained a number of 
grounds; the first, second and third were 
what is known as the formal grounds— 
that is, that the verdict is contrary to law, 
evidence and the principles of equity and 
good conscience, 

The fourth ground cited claims that the 
verdict is contrary to evidence, especially 
in this, that there were two courts, one 
asainst the defendant as principal in the 
first degree, and the other against the Ge- 
lcndant as principal in the second degree, 
and that the verdict returned by the jury 
in the case was as follows: 

“We, the jury, find Gus Fambles, Eliza- 
beth asus ; aly &. 
and recommend siary 8. Fambles to the 
penitentiary t:@ life, We find Debby No- 
bles and WValtoa Joiner not guilty.” 

Tne fifth ground is, that if the verdict 
be construed to be a finding of said defend- 
ant guilty as principal in the first degree, 
there is no guficient evidence to sus- 
tain it. 

‘he fifth ground is, because said defend- 
an. “did not have the privilege and benefit 
of counsel according to the true spirit and 
lreaning to the constitutional meaning to 
that effect, which declares that every per- 
son charged with an offense against the 
laws shall have the privilege and benefit 
Oo counsel; and whilst movant was repre- 
sented upon the trial by counsel and v-hilst 
movant means no reflection upun the coun- 
sel who represented her, said counsel was 
appointed by the court, defendant not bav- 
ing any choice in the selection of 
who should defend her, she being et the 
time an absolute pauper without secns to 
assist her, and without money to procure 
counsel to represent her upon the trial of 
Said case and to pay them for their ser- 
vices; that her said counsel appointed by 
the court became so prejudiced against 
said defendant and became so thoroughly 
imbued with the overwhelming public op'!n- 
ion in the community where she lived 
against her, that in the very nature of 
things it was impossible for said counsel 
to have made the exertions in her behalf 
that she was entitled to have made, and 
it was impossible for said counsed to have 
conducted the trial of her case as the law 
contempmtes as she had a legal and con- 
Stitutional right to have it conducted.” 

The seventh ground of the motion, is, “‘be- 
cause the deficndant was insane at the time 
of the commission of said alleged offense, 
and at her trial therefor and prior thereto, 
and is now insane, which facts at the time 
of said trial and during said trial were not 
known to defendant’s counsel, or if known 
they introdvced no evidence upon said 
trial to produce said facts. In support of 
this ground of the motion, there are annex- 
ed the affidavits of Eugene Anderson, R. 
E, Butler, Asher Engle, Tom W. Lowless, 
John T. Boifeuillet, and the affidavit of 
Dr. W. A. O’Daniel, and the affidavits are 
strong and distinct on the point as to the 
irgenity of Mrs. Nobles.” 

The eight ground of the motion is allowing 
certain testimony to be given as to confes- 
sions made by Gus Fambles to be used 
against Mrs. Nobles. | 

Alleged Abandonment by Counsel, 

After setting out these grounds the mo- 
tion alleges that the foregoing grounds are 
sufficient for an extraordinary motion for 
& new trial, and then alleges further as 
follows: 

“That the term of court at which mov- 
&nt was tried was called by the judge of 
the superior court for the purpose of try- 
ing the defendant and others indicted with 
her, That the indictment was found on 
July 9, 1895, and the defendant was convict- 
ed on July 10th; that the sentence of the 
court was passed on July lith; that the 
court then immediately adjourned without 
giving movant an opportunity to make a 
motion for a new trial. 

“That the counsel appointed by the court 
Made no motion for a new trial and took 
mo steps to appeal the case; that defendant 
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had been convicted of @ gapital offense and |

slightest notice to anybody and without

“Because the evidences as to the de- 
fendant’s insanity contained in the affi- 
davits are newly discovered testimony. 
The motion also sets out that no brief of 
evidence is filed because the stenographer 
has not yet filed his bref, and that he is 
absent.’ 

A Lack of Jurisdiction. 

This motion the court declined to enter 
tain because of the lack of jurisdiction, 
the same +hhaving been tendered in vacation. 

Another paper tendered to the judge was 
@ Motion to set aside the judgment upon 
the legal grounds appearng upon the face 
of the record. 

A bill of exceptions to the supreme court 
Was also presented, and this the court re- 
fused to sign because, having taken no 
jurisdiction in the original case, there was 
nothing to except to. 

The fourth paper presented to the judge 
of the superior court was a pet.tion to the 
court to order a special term at which the 
motion might be filed. This the court also 
declined to accede to, holding that at a 
special term an extraordinary motion for 
a new trial could not be filed. 

Mr. Harris’s Explanation of the Case. 

Mr. Harris expa.ned that the governor, 
under this proceeding, was not asked to 
enter into the merits of the case proper at 
ail; he was not asked to pass upon the wo- 
man’s guilt or innocence, but was asked 
simply to exercise a power which belonged 
to him alone and give the defendant an 
opportunity to get her case ¢nto court. 
This motion the supreme court had held 
could not be made to a judge in vacation, 
but must be made while court is in session. 
Judge Smith had held, and properly, that 
@ special term of the court could not be 
held for the punpose of hearing motions, 
and the only possble way for the at- 
torneys to get a hearing was for the gov- 
ernor to grant a respite until such time 
as the court would convene and the motion 
for new trial could be presented. 

In support of his position Mr. Harris read 
from decisions bearing upon the question. 
He had among his papers a newspaper in- 
terview with the fonmer counsel in support 
of the allegation of abandonment and in 
referring to the court proceedings during 
the trial he read at some length from The 
Constitution’s report, stating that they 
were the most complete he could find. The 
official stenographer, he explained, had not 
filed his record within ‘the thirty days re- 
quired by law and was now in New York 
and no official record of the case was ob- 
tainable. 

“What about Fambles?’’ asked the gov- 
ernor as Mr. Harns conchided. “Might 
the state not require him as a witness in 
case a new trial were granted Mrs. 
Nobles?” 

“Perhaps so,” replied Mr. Harris. “I 
have, however, been so absorbed with the 
(Mrs. Nobles case that I haven’t been think- 
ing of anything else.” 

Colonel Glenn Urges Respite. 

Colonel Glenn said that Mr. Harris had 
presented the case so clearly that there 
was really but little for ‘him to say. 

He emphasized the fact that as the mat- 
ter stood <f a petition for commutation 
were presented to him the governor would 
have nothing in the shape of court record 
to go to. There was absolutely no record 
obtainable. He pointed out the absolute 
necessity for ‘this record—the charge of 
the court, for instance, on points that may 
have been objected to by counsel. He 
showed thhow, even if this motion for a 
new trial were dented and it were decided 
that Mrs. Nobles were sane, there need 
not be delay later than the middle of No- 
vember for the execution of the order of 
the court. 

Colonel Glenn suggested that while they, 
of course, were interested principally in 
the welfare of their client, he believed it 
would be only right and proper to grant a 
S.milar stay to Fambles, so he could be 
given the same opportunity as was given 
the white woman. 

The Orders in the Case. 


The governor evidently thought so too. 
He threw out a suggestion that he might 
grant a respite for thirty days, as within 
that time the case might develop more 
fully, especially the insanity feature. 

But this was evidently only a feeler. 
W'hen the orders came later in the day it 
was found that he ‘had fixed the date after 
the convening of Twiggs court. 

The orders of respite are as follows:

The Mother of the Murdered Girl Tells 
of the Killing. 
THE GIRL BURIED IN VESTVIEW 
+ 


Carroll Still Sullen and Morose, Refuses 
To Talk—He Is Quite Nervous 
from Confinement. 


In the quiet city of Westview the remains 
of the unfortunate woman, Maggie Dona- 
hue, were laid to rest yesterday, and while 
the grave was being filled the murderer of 
the woman was nervously pacing back and. 
forth through his cell at the jail. 

After the shooting of the woman, which 
occurred last Monday night, her body was 
removed to the undertaking establishment 
of Hilburn & Bowden, where an inquest 
was held. Later in the day the body was 
carried to the home of the woman's aunt, 
Mrs. Eien ‘Bullen, at 40 Henry street.” 
From the home of her aunt the funeral 
occurred yesterday morning. 

Since the shooting occurred no ight has 
been thrown upon the horrible tragedy. 
From the statement of the dead woman's 
mother, Mrs. Angelina Cochran, it appears 
that she was shot in cold blood and with- 
out provocation. Mrs. Cochran denies that 
any quarrel had occurred and states that 
the woman was shot without a word of 
warning. Mrs, Cochran was’ seen yester- 
day and talked freely about the shooting. 

“John Carroll has been coming to see my 
daughter for about eight months,”’ she 
said, “and during that time nothing had 
occurred that would have caused him to 
shoot her, Monday night he came to the 
room at about 8 o’clock and Maggie sat 
out in the hall with him for sevyerai hours, 
They did not quarrel and I didn’t dream 
that anything was wrong until I heard the 
shots and saw Maggie rush into the room 
screaming. 

“‘About half-past 11 o’clock Maggie came 
into my room and said that Carroll had 
told her that he did not intend 'to go home 
that night and wianted to know what to do. 
I told her to tell him ‘that he would have 
to leave the place, as it was time that 
Maggie was asleep. I was in the room at 
the time and did not see what was going on 
out in the hall. After I told Maggie what 
she must say to John she went back into 
the hall and I heard ‘her say to him that 
he would have to leave. She had hardly 
finished talking when I heard the pistol 
shots. They came just as fast as they 
could be shot and I could not count the 
shots. Maggie fell beck against the door 
and then turned and walked into the room 
where | was. I was afraid to go out of 
the door, as Maggie was screaming that 
John would shoot mn if I went out. 

“When Maggie came into the room she 
was screaming at the top of her voice and 


was holding her hauds above her head J 


and kept on saying that John Carroll had 
#hot her. I commenced to scream, too, 
and I ‘heard the other women who live in 
the house as they Degan,to call for the 
police. ‘We all shouted just as loud as 
we could and I kept on screaming until 
the police came into the room. Al the 
women heard the shots, but none of them 
would go out into the hall because they 
thought they would be shot. 

“As soon as the police came I told them 


just what had happened and then Maggie ; 


told them that John Carroll had shot her. 
She kept on saying that he had shot her 
and that he did mot have any reason for do- 
ing it. I know that they-had had no quar- 
rel and I was nearly frightened to death 
when John commenced shooting. : 

“John was in love with Maggie and had 
told her that he wanted to marry her. 
Maggie loved him, too, though she was not 
divorced. Some time ago she went to a 
lawyer in the city and asked what it would 
cost her to get a divorce, as she wanted 
to marry again. She was told that it 
would cost her $30, and as she did not have 
that amount of money she could not get 
the divorce at that time. I think thiat 
Carroll was just jealous of her and was 
afraid that she would love some one else. 

‘*“Maggie’s husband has not lived with her 
since last June a year ago. They frequent- 
ly met on the street and always were cor- 
dial. As soon as her husband heard that 
Maggie had been hot the came right 
down and sat up all night with the corpse. 
He ts now working on LLeonagd street and 
seems to be terribly wrought up over the 
affair.’’ 

Carroll Won’t Talk. 

Carroll was seen in his cell at the jail 
yesterday afternoon, but refused to talk 
further than to say that he hiad been drink- 
ing some and thought that the woman 
was drunk too. 

When he was shown ‘the photograph that 
eppeared in yesterday’s Constitution he was 
greatuy interested. 

“Now, tell me how you got that, will 
you?’ 

When told that an artist looked at him 
in ‘the cell the day before and made the 
sketch he seemed to be very curious as to 
how that was possible. He looked at the 
Slip of paper for quite a long time and 
said that it was a good picture and that 
he could not understand thow it had been 
obtained. 

“I have nothing to say at ali,’ he replied 
in auswer to a question as to where he 
went after the deed was committed. “I 
am not going to say, a thing about the 
case, so that ends it.” 

Carroll ‘has not thea arance of a crimi- 
nal by any means and no one would ever 
think that he was guilty of murder did 
they not know the circumstances connected 
with the case. He is mild in manner and 
has a good face. He is nervous since he 
has ‘been confined in jail and paces back 
and forth as if he was lost in deep thought.

The Murderer of Old Man Price Located 
in Michigan This Week. 


CLEAVED HIS HEAD WITH A HOE 


This Was the Terrible Crime for Which 
Hatton Is Wanted—He Will Be 
Brought Back to Atlanta. 


The blood of three men stained the mar- 
ble floor of the state capitol before that 
splendid structure was finished and it 
stands today a monument to the three 
men who lost their lives while laboring 
there. 

Two of these fell from the frame work 
and were picked up mangled and dying; 
the other, an old white-bearded laborer, 
Was murdered by an enraged negro, who 
cleaved his head With a mortar hoe. _ 

After eight years of liberty it is thought 
that this murderer has at last been located 
and preparations will be made at once to 
bring him back to Atlanta 

The repert that the negro, whose name 
was Columbus Hatton, had been captured 
reached the solicitor general's office at 
the county courthouse yesterday morning 
and inquiries were made as to whether 
there was a reward and if the case still 
stood against him. 

Looking up the records, tt was found 
that there had been a reward of several 
hundred dollars for the capture of Hat- 
ton, but this expired five years ago. Hat- 
ton, ‘t is though, is in a small town in 
ventral Michigan and the officers have 
been in correspondence with the authori- 
ties of that place in regard to him. 

How the Killing Was Done. 

It was in 1887 that the murder for which 
Hatton will be arrested was committed. 
Just at that time the block on which the 
capitol is situated bore resemblance to the 
tewer of Babel from the number of men 
that were employed there. 

Among this army of laborers was old 
man Cralie Price, v.ho was well known 
about Atlanta as an industrious, hard- 
working carpenter and bricklayer. 

He had been at work at the capitol for 
many montks and made a good record. In 
the same squad with him was Hatton, a 
vicious negro and a character of ill repute. 

There was not a day but Hatton made 
insulting remarks to the white man. His 
co-laborers took it up and threatened to 
make it warm for the negro if he did not 
cease his language. 

The affair reuched a'crisis one day when 
the negro grew bolder in his abuse. Price 
was at work on a mortar pile and the 
negro was 12ar. They were at work on 
the first floor of the pbuilding. 

The language of Hatton became intolera- 
ble and he announced his intention of go- 
ing at once for a policeman. This angered

Alma Tadema’s, and also 
twelve pictures of famous beauties of the 
French court. 

The Rosa Bonheur picture Mr. Schauss 
fesures her he would noa lend to any 
other woman in America except merself, and 
the sincerity of this compliment cannot be 
questioned when it will be remembered that 
he pesitively refused to exhibit anything in 
Chicago, although a special committee was 
sent to persuade him to do so. 

Sypher & Co. will make a wonderful ex- 
hibit and@ for securing this Mrs. Thompson 
gives Mrs. Simonds entire credit. Messrs. 
Sloan & Co. will exhibit their rarest lace 
curtains, rugs and tapestries. 

Mrs. Simonds has secured the most won- 
derful exhibit of. woman’s work. The ceil- 
ing in the board’s room in the woman’s 
building is to be a marvel of beauty, dcor- 
ated by a Sonth Carolina woman living in 
New York, and she will also have much 
beautiful work done by South Carolina wo- 
men. Taken all in all the room will be 
one of the most interesting features of the 
entire exposition. 

Mrs. Thompson writes some very compli- 
mentary things of the women on the New 
York committee. Mrs. Joseph Bradley 
Read, she says, has secured a most inter- 
esting and beautiful exhibit from New 
York, and she gives unstinted praise to 
that pretty and clever little woman's abil- 
ity and energy. 


For the Assembly Room. 

Mrs. George Traylor has received a de- 
lightful letter from Miss Bessie Pomeroy 
Lee, of Brooklyn, the young decorative ar- 
tist whose work on Vanderbilt's yacht was 
so highly commended. Miss Lee offers to 
do the assembly hall in the woman’s 


building for her bare expenses, and this, 


means a great deal, certainly, from an ar- 
tist who is drawing a handsome salary 
from one of the best-known firms in the 
country, and whose reputation has already 
been .made. The plans which she sent 
Mrs. Traylor tor the decoration of the as- 
sembly hall are simply charming. The de- 
signs are tn old Flemish style and the 
panels on the side walls are to be treated 
in. tapestry effect with subjects suggestive 
of Georgia history. In one the ‘state is 
represented by a beautiful woman holding 
in her hand a reproduction of the old seal 
designed by Ogitethorpe, and his twenty 
friends to whom the grant was given by 
George III. The next panel represents 
Oglethorpe himself. The architectural 
panel, designed for the back of the ros- 
trum, has in its center the coat of arms of 
Georgia, wreathed in flowers and garlanded 
ebout with flowers and fruits. The frieze is 
extremely rich and decorative and inter- 
woven in its effective patterns are the 
different insignia of the state. The desigu 
certainly could not be equaled in grace 
and originality of conception, and should 
it be possible for it to be accepted it will 
certainly prove a marked and beautiful ar- 
tistic feature of the woman’s building. The 
assembly room is, as every womiun on the 
board must feel, a most important one, and 
one Whose decoration will reflect great 
credit on the buildirg as a whole. There 
all the prominent women from all parts of 
the country will be received and from its 
modest platform brilliant women will speak 
new thoughts and new ambitions that will 
do great things fer the march of future 
progress. If the woman’s building does not 
reflect credit on its promoters by its in- 
terior beauty and decoration, why then its 
mission will be omly half fulfilled. Its ex- 
terior in its grace, its repose, its dignity, 
reminds me of a refined and cultured grande- 
dame—modest, but ussured of her beauty 
and position. But what if investigation as 
to the building’s interior merits should 
prove disappointing? This must not. be, 
and the assembly hall is the room of 
rooms that will be most carefully scruti- 
nized by visitors. It should be a beautiful 
and distinctive place. 

The most interesting fact about Miss Lee 
personally is that she is a southern girl, and 
while we would be sending north for mr 
we would, at the same time, have the sat- 
isfaction of feeling that we had a claim 
of blood upon so gifted a woman. Wer ideas 
are well worth the earnest consideration of 
‘the board ef women managers, and if they 
do get this gifted young artist to carry out 
her unique design they will have something 
really fine. 


Creole Cooking. 

Mrs. Ella Luria Hoyle, of the New Or- 
leans Cooking school, is one of the -bravest 
and pluckiest little women in New Orleans, 
gays The Picayune. Not only has she suc- 
ceeded by ‘her own individual exertions in 
establishing one of the most useful and pro- 
gressive institutions in New Orleans, but 
she is now undertaking an exhibit which, 
according to the opinion of leading author- 
ities of the Atlanta exposition, pwomises to 
be one of the most unique and interesting 
features of that gigantic enterprise. Mrs. 
Hoyle was the first New Orleans woman to 
go to Atlanta and secure space for her’ ex. 
hibit It i# in the Louisiana agricuitural 
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department, and will not only be very large, 
but essentially typical of New Orleans and 
Louisiana. Mrs. Hoyle Will give, from a 
large platform especially constructed for 
the purpose, demonstrations in all manner 
of ccoking, especially crele cooking. 

The Louisiana rice exchange has arranged 
with Mrs. Hoyle to cook and serve free, in 
all its possible preparations and combina- 
tions, this great Loultsiana staple, so as to 
bring its superior qualities to the notice 
of the world. Mrs. Hoyle has outlined a 
very pretty and attractive programme for 
this feature of the cooking school exhibit. 
The young ladies whe will cook and serve 
the rice will be dressed all in white, with 
white shoes, aprons and caps, and will be 
chosen from among the prettiest girls in 
Atlanta. The young ladies who will brew 
and serve*the coffee will be robed in brown, 
with shoes, caps’and aprons to match, pret- 
tily earrying out the idea of a coffee berry. 
The young ladies who will preside at the 
electric cake-beater demonstrator, of which 
Mrs. Hoyle is the inventor, will be robed 
in pink and black, with pink aprons, caps 
and cuffs. The New Orleans lumbermen's 
exchange has offered to put up the railing 
around the demonstrating platform.

Want Them Remitted.- 
MRe SMITH WILL APPEAL THE GASE 


Mayor King Has a Conferences With the 
Two Recorders—Genoral Interest Is 
Taken ia the Case. 


What's going to be done about ~ those 
fines imposed upon Mr. J. Henly Smith in 
the dead cow case, and which have not 
been paid? 

Mr. Smith appealed the case. Mayor 
King expressed a willingness to remit 
the fines if the acting recorders who im- 
posed them would recommend it. 

The two recorders decline to make any 
such recommendation and their action 
adds interest to the situation. 

Mr. Smith declares he will take the mat- 
ter to higher courts before he will pay the 
fines, consequently some fresh litigation 
may be expected, | 

Yesterday afternoon Mayor King wrote 
a note to Acting Recorders Mayson and 
Bell, requesting them to meet him in his 
Office and state to him the situation. 

The conference lasted for some time, 
and when the gentlemen finally parted 
company it was determined by the acting 
recorders that they would not advise that 
the fines be remitted, as they thought that 
they had followed the spirit of the law in 
placing them, and that the offense was in 
direct violation of the city code and should 
have been punished with fincs. 


Mayor King, tgo, states that he will ngt 


remit the fines unless he is advised to do 
so, and since the conference has resulted 
as above it is véry unlikely that the fines 


will be remitted. Mayor King is the only 
city official in whose power it is to remit 
fines that have been imposed by the re- 
corder of the city court, and it is seldom, 
indeed, that he exercises this authority. 
He has said positively that he will not in- 
terfere in this case unless he is asked to 
do so. 

The board of health is not in favor of 
the fines being remitted in the least, and 
Dr. Alexander says that it is a dangerous 
precedent to be established, and is one 
that will likely result in much abuse and 
detriment to the usefulness of the sanitary 
department. The cleanliness of the city is 
to be looked after very closely and the 
Sanitary condition should be given close 
attention. 
dead animal might possibly result in much 
sickness in the community in which the 
animal is interred. 

Mr. Bell on the Situation. 

Mr. Bell, before whom the case against 
Mr. Smith for a failure to abate a nuisance 
was tried, says that he has no idea of sug- 


: gesting to the mayor that the fine he im- 
‘posed upon Mr. Smith be remitted. 


“I believe that I did exactly right in fin- 
ing Mr. Smith,” said Mr. Bell, ‘‘and I have 
not the slightest idea of asking that they 
be remitted. I received a note from Mayor 
King, asking me to meet him and Mr. 
Mayson at his office. We met and talked 
the situation over, and both Mr. Mayson 
and myself stated that we ae not want 
the fines remitted. 

“TIT look upon the subject as being one in 
which the city should. go slowly. The bury- 
ing of a cow on the premises of a citizen 
who lives in the city is a most serious 
thing and is likely to cause much trouble. 
If the law that prohibits this burying of 
dead stock in the city is a bad one it 
should be repealed.and a new one made. 
But as long as the law is in existence I 
think it should be enforced. There are 
several hundréd people who live in the 
city, who own cows and keep tnem on their 
lots. Now. suppose that it was right for 
these people to inter the cows that die 
right on their lots. What wou:d be the 
result? It would inean sickness and fever 
and untold suffering. It could not be done 
and’ the heaith of the city maintained, 
Yet this is just exactly what would be the 
case if the section of the city code that 
prohibits this being done is allowed to be 
violated and the offenders not punished 
by fines. 

“Suppose my neighbors were to bury 
their dead stock in their lots, what would 
be the result? Why, I would protest and 
if I could not have the nuisance abated I 
would do just as Mr. Akers, who lives 
next door to Mr. Smith, did—i would send 
my family out of the city until the nui- 
Sance had been abated. Now, I am not 
making any fight against Mr. Smith what- 
ever, for I have known him many years 
and think a great deal of him, but I am 
simply giving the reasons that prompted 
me to impose the fine. The fihe that I 
placed upon Mr. Smith was the only thing 
that I could do under the evidence that 
was given at the trial. .Mr. Akers stated 
positively that the odor was plainly ap- 
parent and that it Was of such a nature 
to cause him to have his family go away 
from the neighborhood, as he feared that 
Sickness would be the result if they staid 
and breathed in the foul odor that was to 
be so plainly detected. It was said by Mr. 
Smith that the cow was buried in a hole 
about four feet deep. As the cow is about 
two feet through, when lying on her side, 
you can see that she could not be as deep 
in the ground as she should be. 

“Both Mr. Mayson and myself agree that 
we have done what it seemed to us was 
required of us by the law, and we have 
no idea of having the fines remitted. If 
the fine that I have imposed is excessive, 
why that is another question. I would not 
have any objection to having the fine di- 
minished if it is too heavy, but I do not 
think that the entire amount should be re- 
mitted by any means.”’

THE YAMPA WAS BEATEN, 


The Britisher Won the Race Easily. 
The Result a Surprise. 

Ryde, August 14.—The American schoon- 
er Yampa, owned by Mr. R. S. Palmer, of 
New York, and the British schooner Am- 
phitrite, the property of Mr. Frederick 
Wills, today sailed their match race over 
the queen’s cup course of the Royal Yacht 
squadron from Cowes westward to the 
Lymington spit, thence to the Bullock 
Patch buoy, southeast of the Nab light- 
ship, and back to the starting point, twice 
around, a distance of fifty miles. The 
course Was the same as that sailed over by 
the Amphitrite, Yampa and other cruisers 
on Wednesday last, when the Yampa easi- 
ly beat all her competitors for the cup of.- 
fered by Lord saveagh, but was subsequent- 
ly disqualified for not sailing the race in 
cruising trim, as provided by the condi- 
tions, sne having more hands on board 
than she carried while cruising. The dis- 
qualification led to Mr. Palmer challenging 
Mr. Wills to sail a match for 10 guineas, 
under practically the same conditions as 
governed the race: for Lord Iveagh’s cup, 
with the exception that each yacht could 
carry as many persens as she pleased. 

On elapsed time the Amphitrite won by 
eleven minutes and twelve seconds, and 
on corrected time, the Amphitrite’s allow- 
ance on the Yampa’s new measurement 
being seven minutes and forty-one seconds, 
by eighteen minutes and thirteen seconds. 
The Yampa was beaten on every point of 
sailing, beating, reaching and running, and 
her performance today, after the beating 
she gave the Amphitrite last Wednesday, 
created surprise among those who believed 
her capable of defeating the Amphitrite 
handily. 

The defeat of the Yampa is partially ex- 
cused by the fact that she went aground in 
the west channel while beating to the 
Lymington spit, and remained fast for a 
few minutes, after which she got off and 
proceeded over the course. She apparently 
Sustained no damage by the accident.

As a weather prophet Captain George E. 
Hunt is not without honor in his own coun- 
try. 

He has made his calculations with mar- 
velous precision, and not a single shower 
has eseaped his observation this season. 
In every instance the rains that have fall- 
en in this part of the state have been pre- 
dicted by Captain Hunt, and both the pre- 
dictions and the rainfalls have been re- 
corded. 

It now and then happens that a differ- 
ence arises between tHe local forecast and 
the one taken in Washington. This is due 
to the distance intervening between the 
two points. Whenever a variation of this 
kind has been observed the predictions of 
Captain Hunt have been verified without 
exception. This is high praise, but praise 
well merited. 

Captain Hunt is making preparations for 
publishing the state weather reports. No 
provision.*has been made by the state ‘for 
this purpose, and the bureau director is 
obliged to resort to personal enterprise and 
effort in order to get out the publication. 
He has met with very great encourage- 
ment, but is still in need of help along this 
line. 

Captain Hunt desires the co-operation of 
Atlanta’s business men and the public gen- 
erally. He says that no city in the south 
has a better equipped station than Atlanta 
and the people should open their eyes to 
the magnitude of their advantages in this 
direction. 

The weather bureau exhibit at the expo- 
sition promises to be a brilliant feature of 
‘that mammoth ertterprise. The, imple- 
ments for operating a model Dureau have 
already been received. The exhibit will be 
im the government building and will occu- 
Py one of the most conspicuous quarters 
of the building.

All realized the fact that it 
would afford a grand opportunity to fur- 
ther the spirit of conciliation between the 
former foes that, happily, has been so 
strong of recent years. Veterans of both 
armies saw the great good that could be 
accomplished by such a meeting and urged 
that a programme be fixed. 

Yesterday afternoon the matter was defi- 
nitely settled and all that remains to be 
done is to prepare a suitable programme 
for the observance of the day. September 
Sist was selected as blue and gray day. 

President CoPlier called the attention of 
the executive board to the fact that it had 
beeh proposed to have a blue and gray day 
and he stated that he had had a great deal 

errespondence on that line. 
Wor = der perenne a great many letters on 
the subject,” said President Collier, ‘“‘and 
I find that the veterans of both armies 
are anxious that we set apart a day for 
them during the early part of the exposi- 
tion. . 

“That the ddy might be suited to the con- 
venience of the veterans of the union army 
and might afford a larger number of them 
an opportunity to be present, I would sug- 
gest that Geptember 21st be named as blue 
and gray day. 

“September 19th thousands of Grand Ar- 
my of the Republic men will be at Chicka- 
mauga to witness the opening of the nation- 
al park there, A great many of them will 
come here for a day or two and it strikes 
me as being much the better plan to name 
a day immediately after the exercises at 
Chickamauga. I therefore move that Sep- 
tember 2ist be made blue and gray day.’ 

The motion was carried. . 

This step means that Atlanta will be the 
scene of one of the greatest gatherings of 
soldiers of two armies that has cver been 
held in the south. The Western and Atlantic 
railroad, through its energetic passenger 
agent, Mr. Charles BE, Harman, has already 
contracted to bring from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta 25,000 people and the decision to 
have blue and gray day on September 2ist 
will draw many hundreds more to the city. 

Over 30,000 Grand Army of the Republic 
men will be here from Chickamauga. The 
thousands of ex-confederates who will go to 
Chickamauga to attend the dedication of 
the park, where occurred one of the great- 
est and bloodiest battles of the war, will 
come from that place to*Atlanta to mingle 
with the soldiers who wore the blue. 

The committee on ceremonial days is at 
work on a programme and it will be one of 
the greatest days of the early part of the 
exposition. Over 50,000 soldiers are expected 
to be here to participate in the reunion, 
which will be a historic occasion, T'hou- 
sands of the soldiers will visit Atlanta for 
the first time. 

An effort will be made to induce Presi- 
dent Harrison to be present. A number of 
famous ex-soldiers of both sides will be 
invited and speeches will be made by a 
number of famous men.

She Has Charge of the Librarians’ 
Congress To Be Held in Atlenta. 


Miss Wallace, chairman of the committee 
having in charge the programme for the 
librarians’ congress to be held in the wo- 
men’s building during the Cotton States 
and International exposition, is meeting 
with great success in securing the best 
talent of the country on library work. 

Miss Hannah O. James, librarian of the 
Asterhaut free library, of Wilkesbarre, 
Pa., who has been successfully engaged 
in library work for twenty-six years, has 
accepted an invitation to read a paper 
before the congress thgt promises to be 
of great interest to those engaged in 
studying the development of the public 
library movement. 

Other women of euqal note have consent- 
ed to be present and library day will 
prove most interesting. The library in 
the women’s building will be an attractive 
corner, devoted to the works of women 
writers, and furnished throughout with 
all the modern model library appliances. 
The library bureau of Boston has kindly 
consented to furnish the room. 

Strenuous efforts are being made to in- 
duce the bureau of education to exhibit 
the model A. L. A. library that attracted 
60 much attention at Chicago in 1893. This 
library consists of 5,000 volumes, selected 
by a committee of one hundred librarians 
as the best books for a new library to 
purchase. The books are classified and 
catalogued after the most approved meth- 
ods and the exhibit is an object lesson in 
itself.

The last on the programme is the grand 
concert. Those who buy tickets to the con- 
cert will also witness free of charge the 
feeding of the animals, which will take 
place in the menagerie tent as soon as the 
concert is over. 

The ring master of the circus will be a 
gentieman weil known in tae city. He 
readily consented to act. 

Mrs. Tyler, in speaking about the circus, 
said: ‘“‘We are going to have a unique en- 
tertainment, as much like a reguiar circus 
as it is possible to make it. We have se- 
cured the menagerie, several of the in- 
mates of the side show, the clowns, the 
ring master, two or three bare-back rid- 
ers, in fact nearly everything that we need. 

“We will have a large tent, and it will 
be a two-ring circus. We are going to try 
to get the regular circus grounds on the 
corner of Wheat and Jackson streets, and 
as soon as we get the grounds we are going 
to begin preparations, 

“We are going to have the circus ready 
by the list .of September,’ continued Mrs. 
Tyler, and will have two performances 
only. The woman’s board hopes to make 
a nice sum off the circus, and we are all 
going into it with full knowledge that we 
will have to work hard to make it a suc- 
cess. 

“The four hundred of New York city 
had a similar circus, and they made hun- 
dreds of dollars. It was a local affair and 
no one participated except the very first 
people of that city. We are going to have 
one on the same line. There will be no 
one in the\ ring except those who are 
specially invited to participate.”’ 

Mrs. Tyler, Who is in charge of arrang- 
ing the details of the circus, is enthused 
with her work and predicts a great success 
for the entertainment part as well as the 
financial.

Howell, Mr, Cabaniss, Mr. Smith and Presi- 
dent Collier has been appointed by Chair- 
man English, of the executive board of 
the exposition, to appear before the coun- 
cil and see if something cannot be done 
to provide a sanitary service for the 
grounds. Mr. Rice is working energetically 
in the matter.

WALKER WILL REMAIN. 


He Has Given Bond and His Case Will 
Be Appealed to the Superior Court. 


Mr. John Walker, the young man who 
was declared incompetent by Judge W. L. 
Calhoun ty serve as executor of the estate 
of the fate J. G. Reynolds, has formally 
entered his appeal through his attorneys, 
Dorsey, Brewster & Howell.

Every courtesy has been 
extended to us by the management of the 
exposition, and working as a harmonious 
whole we have been able to achieve mucn 
In an astonishingly short period. I have 
seen exhibits in this country and in many 
of the foreign countries and I must say 
that our showing here excels any of them 
for completeness of details and variety 
of exhibits. 


“Our intention in arranging the ex- 
hibit is to make it a success from an 
educational standpoint, show the masses 
what has been done by the government and 
what is being done for the interests of 
the entire country. In the agricultural 
exhibit especially, the propaganda of edu- 
cation will be most apparent, as our de- 
partment is continually investigating mat- 
ters pertaining to the soil and its produc- 
tions, 


“For instance, the weather bureau ex- 
hibit will be one of much interest. All of 
the various meteorological instruments 
used in weather forecasting, taking the 
barometric readings, and, in fact, all mat- 
ters of the bureau will be here to show 
the crowds the workings of the office. 
A complete office force will be here and 
each day there will be ‘ssued from the 
government building a special map for 
Atlanta, giving the weather predictions 
for the day.”’ 

Secretary Adams Is Busy. 

Mr. Adams, the secretary of the gov- 
ernment board, is very enthusiastic in 
his anticipation of what the-rexhibit will 
be and is busily engaged each day in the 
offices of the board out at the building, 
besides superintending the erection of all 
exhibits and allotting space for the various 
departments of the display. “I have. seen 
a great many expositiens in my experience 
in handling such affairs for the govern- 
ment, and I must say that the one here 
will be without an equal in the matter of 
its completeness and the arrangements 
made for the installing of the displays in 
the buildings,’”’ said Mr. Adams yesterday. 
*“‘Now that we are tell under way and the 
floor space has been cleared of many of 
the obstacles in the shape of building ma- 
terial I think the ma‘ter of arranging the 
details can be prosecuted with greater 
rapidity than before.’’ 

The Others at Work. 

Each department ‘of the government 
has one or two spécial men who look after 
the allotting of space for the various ex- 
hibits and take special Charge of their 
particular branch of the work. 

Professor Clarke, who has charge of 
the interior department exhibit, is busily 
engaged in having the exhibits sent here 
and is now in Washington arranging for 
their shipment to Atlanta. 

Mr. R. E. Earle, who has charge of the 
National. Museum exhibit, has been*in the 
city for some days looking over the space 
allott2d to his part of the display and left 
yesterday for Washington, whither: he has 
gone te look after the packing and shipping 
of exhibits. This department of thé govern- 
ment display will be one of its most in- 
teresting features, comprising as it will 
many of the rarities and curiosities col- 
lected by the museum and only sent away 
On spec:al occasions like the exposition. 
Another fact that will be of much interest 
is that a Jlarge number of the exhibits to 
be seen were made especially for the 
world’s fair and are on a fine scale. These 
in addition to many others will be ar- 
ranged in ‘tthe exhibit. 

Show of Agriculture. 

The exhibit of the department of agricul- 
ture is under the immediate supervision of 
Mr. Charles Richards Dodge, of- that de- 
partment, and will be the most complete 
ever shown in this country. 

Ordinarily that department takes but 
little part in such exhibits on account of 
the peculiar part it plays in the prosecution 
of such matters, but this one will be shown 
more for the dissemination for all informa- 
tion connected with agriculture and will 
be of much interest to people of this sec- 
tion and the entire south. 

The following ‘branches of the department 
will be represented and will have special 
displays: Weather bureau, bureau of ani- 
mal industry, divisions of ornithology, 
mammalogy, entomology, fiber investiga- 
tions, pomology, vegetable physiology, vege- 
table soils and botany. Besides these there 
will be an exhibit vf the various experimen- 
tal stations of the department, a bureau 
of information in which will be pleced all 
of the publications of the department of 
agriculture, comprising severak hundred 
volumes, which will be open to the puwb- 
lic and will be of much interest to those 
desiring information regarding agricultural 
matters. 

All of the experts connected with the 
various divisions above mentioned will 
come from ‘time to time from Washington 
and superintend the arrangements for their 
respective departments and remain during 
the exposition to explain all queries to 
visitors. 

The Best Yet Made. 


With the exception of two or three car 
loads all of the exhibits of 
the agriculture department are here 
and are being rapidly put in place. 
Sa.d Mr. Dodge: “There is no doubt but 
this will surpass anything ever before at- 
tempted by the department and will be 
complete and interesting in every par- 
ticular. There will not be that bewilderin;s; 
array that was shown at Chicago, but the 
exhibit will be complete and not tire one 
to see it all and feel interested.’’ 

(Professor Marion, of the weather bureau, 
is expected in a few days and will assume 
charge of the arranging of the exhibit of 
that department, which will be a model one 
in every particular. 

In the center of the huilding directly 
under the dome two pavilions will be Placed 
in the agricultural exhibit. 

One of them will be ae cotton pavilion 
show:ng the plant from the seed to the 
manufactured article and from the seed to 
the oil, accompanied by aH information 
relative to the fiber investigations made 
and Hlustrating all of the diseases of the 


There will also be an exhibit from the 
mints, together with coins of all classes, 
and a stamping machine from which med- 
als will be struck off as souvenirs of the 
exposition and sold to visitors. The design 
of them is suited to the state and the oc- 
casion, being a cotton machine on one side 
and a bust of Henry W. Grady on the re- 
verse. There will also be a gallery con- 
taining portraits of all the secretaries of 
the treasury from its establishment until 
the present administration. é 
Life-Saving Station. 3 

A most interesting part of the treasury 
exhibit will not be located in the building, 
but will be on the bank of Clara mere. It 
will be‘the exhibit of the lighthouse board 
and will consist of a model life-saving sta- 
tion, equipped with all of the modern ap. 
pliances used in the saving of lives and the 
assistance of wrecks along the coast of 
the country. There will be a full crew of 
life savers, and daily demonstrations will 
be made from a mast erected about 100 
yards distant from the station in the mere, 
showing the rescue of a person by means 
of the life-saving car and the breeches 
buoy. Many of the exhibits for the navy 
department have already arrived and they 
are being put into place as fast as possible. 

The decorations for the frieze around 
the naval exhibit are being put on and are 
of a handsome design; being the French 
rennaissance style, embellished by a series 
of heads, dolphins and other suggestive 
figures. In the spaces between the win- 
dows will be placed paintings in oil of the 
cruisers New York, Chicago, Atlanta and 
that war-relic, the Kearsarge. These paint- 
ings have arrived and will be put into 
place within the next few days. Mr. Clary 
Ray, of Washington, is doing the work, 
which is of a high order, and reflects much 
credit upon that gentleman. 

The large time ball to be placed on top 
of the building came yesterday, and will 
be placed in position as soon as possible. 
It is an exact reproduction of the one on 
top of the war and navy building at 
Washington, and will be raised five min- 
utes before noon each day and dropped at 
12 o’cock. There is’ no doubt that this 
feature of the naval exhibit will become 
popular for the reason that it will act as 
a standard ‘all over the grounds in the 
matter of time and timé nieces. 

The Fishery Show. 

Work on the fishery. exhibit is being 
Pushed steadily forwaiJ, and already the 
preparations have assumed such shape 
that one can form some idea of the lavish 
display intended. The plaster of paris 
work is most attractive and the many ar- 
tistic designs will make it one of the most 
conspicuous and interesting of all the ex- 
hibits. The grotto in the southwestern 
end is under way and the vaulted dome 
has been almast completed, presenting an 
effect that is most pleasing. 

The decoration for the aisles and for the 
department of justice and state depart- 
ment are being done by W. H. Veerhoff, of 
Washington, a man whose name is synony- 
mous with those of Goupil and Knoedler 
in the art world, and an artist of much 
talent. The decorations for the aisles will 
be in cream and olive, dark maroon being 
used in the treatment of the lower parts 
of the building. On all the columns there 
will be placed seals of ‘the different states 
of the union, and in the center, under the 
dome, there will be a stand of four seals 
of the state of Georgia tastefully arranged, 
where they can be seen from all the en- 
trances of the building, This is intended 
as a mark of courtesy to the State, and 
will be very attractive. The exterior of 
the building will be relieved with shields 
placed between the windows and highly 
illumined. The space ‘between the columns 
of the building will be hung with colors 
to be used as above noticed, gracefully ar- 
ranged and relieved by flags of the vari- 
ous countries, and army and naval flags 
of this country. 

If the government éxhibit at the exposi- 
tion is not a success it will not be the 
fault of the gentlemen who are working 
for its success so hard, and the opening 
day will present a spectacle never seen be- 
fore in this part of the country, and ex- 
celled by no other affair of ifs kind. 


THE PLANT LINE’S PYRAMID. 
It Is Completed and Ix Ready for the 
Exhibits. 

The main building of the Plant system 
out at the exposition grounds has been 
completed and the roof has been covered 
entirely with samples of the rock and 
pebble phosphate from Florida’ and South 
Carolina, presenting a surface thiat glis- 
tens brightly in the sun and can be seen 
from any point in the grounds, capped as 
it is by a large golden crescent that, in the 
rays of the enormous search light to be 
placed on the government building, will 
look Ge a new moon, its pole being ob- 
scured from view by darkness. 

A shed for a miniature train of frieight 
cars is now being erected, in aldition to 
which there will be an exhibit of a turpen- 
tine well, a palmetto cottage containing 
all kinds of this product and women mak- 
ing hats, bakets, etc. Colonel D. H. El- 
liott, of the Plant system, is here super-

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Rey. Mr. Goss, of Clarkston, Asks To 
Be Forgiven. | 


HE WAS NOT WICKED---BUT IMPRUDENT 


This He Freely and Frankly Confesses— His 
Confession To His Two Congrega- 
tions and Their Action. 


Rev. A. J. Goss has been for some years 
pastor the Rehoboth Baptist church of 
Clark » in DeKalb, county, and during 
the same time has administered at regular 
intervals to the spiritual wants of Cal- 
vary Baptist church, on the outskirts of At- 
lanta toward Decatur. 

Last Sunday’s Constitution contained a 
report from Clarkston to the effect that 
Rev. Mr. Goss had got into trouble on ac- 
count of one of the members of the Kehbo- 
both congregation—a Mrs, Lilen Muvorris. 

It seems that the pastor had been ad- 
vised against paying such marked attention 
to this fair member of his congregation, 
Several members of the church met and 
conferred with him on the subject, and it 
was stated in the special referred to, that 
the pastor announced his right to call on 
any person whom the church recognized as 
a member. He stated that his attention to 
Mrs. Morris was purely ministerial and 
that there should be no objection to in- 
cidental, sociability. The special further 
said: 

“Last Monday night the pastor, after ser- 
vice, asked Mrs. Morris to ride home in 
his buggy. She accepted the invitation, 
and they drove off. Some of the members 
followed the couple, They saw that the 
buggy did not go directly to the home of 
the preacher’s companion.” 

As the report goes, the members of the 
congregation followed the track of the bug- 
gy the next morning, and they were so 
much dissatisfied with the results that they 
laid their suspicions before the pastor, of 
whom it was said that ‘Mr. Goss held out 
fora time but finally made confessian and 
asked forgiveness. It was agreed that he 
be forgiven, but he promised that he would 
never again enter a pulpit.”’ 

A Statement from the Pastor. 

Yesterday morning the Rev, Mr. Goss 
called at The Constitution office with a 
communication. He said that the report 
referred to did him grave injustice as far 
as the buggy tracks were concerned and 
explicitly and positively denied that he had 
been guilty of anything else than thought- 
less imprudence with the fair Mrs. Mor- 
ris. 

The communication is an interesting one 
from beginning to end, and The Constitu- 
tion presents it in full as follows: 

“Editor Constitution: I notice in The 
Constitution of the llth instant a piece 
headed ‘The Preacher Confesses,’ to which 
I wish to reply. 

“As to being asked by the members of 
Rehoboth church to stop paying marked at- 
tention to the special or fair member of 
the congregation, I will say that but one 
member of the church ever said anything 
to me about her. Several months since 
one of the members said that he thought 
it would be best for me to have seme one 
along when I went to her home. Since 
that time I have never been in her com- 
pany without the presence of another; and 
it has been five months since I spoke to 
her outside of the churchhouse or the 
church yard in the presence of from one 
to hundreds of people. 

“A short time since, I went to her house 
for dinner, but there was some one pres- 
ent all the time that 1 was with her or at 
her home. 

“As to rights claimed, I said all that I 
asked was equal liberties to go to the homes 
of all the members or to associate with the 
members as a pastor should, As to what 
Il had confessed, The Constitution did not 
say. I have confessed, and confessed as 
soon as I heard of the excitement and t.ou- 
ble, that I had acted very imprudently and 
had given cause for suspicion and belief 
that I had been guilty of a great wrong. 
But as to having confessed that I had im- 
proper intercourse with the woman I did 
not confess anything of the kind, and Il 
can only confess that I never had such in- 
tercourse with her in my life. I may be 
thrown from the ministry forever and 
hurled from society, turned from the church 
of the true Christ, condemned in our com- 
mon court, imprisoned for life, or reason 
may be dethroned, and myself hurled into 
eternity and my dear family, my dear wife 
and daughters and our sweet little four- 
year-old, black-eyed, bright little boy may 
all be forsaken of the people—and yet, for 
all this, I will say that I never had wrong 
intercourse with Mrs. Ellen Morris in my 
life. I can but exclaim, Oh, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me? Why am I thrown 
into such a cesspool of woe as this, and 
I can but pray, oh, my God, for Jesus's 
sake deliver me, 

“‘My confession and declaration that I 
would never enter the pulpit again are 
foun. in the lines balow: 

To His Congregation. 

“Stone Mountain, Ga., August 9, 1895.—To 
the Members of Kehobeth Church and Cit- 
izens of the Community thereof: I hereby 
confess my fault in an act of great impru- 
dence in your midst, which has caused me 
to fall from your confidence and to lose 
what power for good I held in your com- 
munity, and has aftected and will affect my 
influence for good in other communities and 
churches, and has greatly injured my own 
dear family. And above all my act of im- 
prudence has opened afresh the wounds 
of darling Son of God and put him to an 
open shame. 

“ ‘After two days and nights fasting and 
praying 1 have decided never to enter 
another church house or make another 
effort to preach without counsel and advice 
of my best friends. 

***And unless I am enabled to rise in the 
plice or in the midst of the people among 
whom I have fallen, I feel that it will be 
vain for me to make an effort for good at 
other places, and it will be vain for me to 
live any longer in this world. 

“I hereby petition pardon from all of 
those who profess to be Christians and of 
those who do not, Upon condition of this 
promise 1 make to you and to God: If par- 
don for or of my imprudence is granted 
and confidence restored, I promise before 
Almighty God and .in the name of Jesus 
Christ that I will never ask another wo- 
man outside of my own family to ride 
with me; neither will I ride with any wo- 
man who might ask me to ride with her. 
And I will never associate with at any time 
or place any person that would be an 
injury to me as a Christian man or minis- 


er. 

*“**And I further promise, upon condition 
of pardon, that I will never go into any 
place or any matter that is pe a 

“*And lastly I promise that will do 
what I have long felt to be what God has 
required of me, and that is to give up all 
worldly interest and give my life fully to 
His work. 

**Below I give you some 
verses:

“*‘T hunrbly submit ta you and the

can and will grant pardon to me, please 
sign your name on the paper attached to 
this.

When asked if he would resume ‘his pul- 
pit at the Rehoboth church the Rev. Mr.

“2 
understand that there are two or three 
members of the church who refused to 
sign it, but the number as compared with 
the long list of those who have signified 
their willingness to again take me into 
their confidenee is insignificant.’’
